Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed 8/18/2009, with respect to the non-final office action 
dated 2/18/2009 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 26-49 and 51-53 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 26-49 and 51-53 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance is that the prior art references do not positively identify a 
flue box located at an end of a boiler where fire tubes open, wherein the flue box 
has openings opposite each fire tube and an associated closing valve, in 
combination with a cleaning device having an operating mechanism engaging 
each valve.
